Officers may repair unto him upon the head of the Pikes, there to receive direions. And 
ifche Captain ſhall cauſe the Serjearts to draw off part or 2!! the Muckerritrs from the 
Body of Pikes to fire againſt the ehtemy, the Gentlemen of the Pekes inthe mean time ſtands 
undauntedly rounderge allthecruell ſhot of the Cannon from the contrary part for to pre- 
ſerye their Colours, whoare likewiſe a place of Randezwoys for the Mnkettiers to repair 
unto when they ſhall retreat from fighe. Farther, ichath been the ambition of many Gentle- 
men,both in Hollaxd, France, andin theſe our late unhappy Wars in Egland,to trail Pikes 


* with ſeverall Commanders whom they ſhall thinke fir. And laſtly, to conclude all, that the 


Pike is the more honourable Arms, it is ſo in reſpe of its antiquity ,.for there hath been 
the uſgpf the Pike and Spear, many hundred yearsbefore there was any knowledge of the 
Mixthge, as in many Hiſtories you ſhall finde. Ando for preſent, I wil conclude this dif- 
courſe of the Pkg, defiring the Adnchertsers to havea fayourablecenſure of me 2 for lin- 
tendiiot by it to perſwade all Souldicrs to the handling of the Pike, and none to be Xſaſ- 
kettiers for thatcannot be, Iſhouldrather adviſe all Caprairs that haye occaſion to raiſe 
their Companies to bave two thirds of 2ſukettiers, and but one of 7ikes: that is to fay, 
if they ſhould haye 18 Files, tocauſe twelye of them to carry Markets, and the other fix 
Files Pikes. And in my judgement they ſhall performe the better ſervice unto any Nation 
where they ſhall beemploy'd; and I ſhall farther defirethe Souldiers (cfpecially thoſe thac 
be of /ow ature) to handle and take delight inthe uſe of the Aſnket ; for it isan exceed- 
ing great honour to him ſo to handle his Macket, as that he doth it with eaſe and in a 
comely manner, and he that ſhall becomeexpert therein ; T haye often obſeryed this come 
mendation to follow him, by the report ofothers; Sucha one is a good Aſ{wkettier , and an 
able Souldier; concluding thereby , he that will cake the pains to be a good Auckettier 


- certainly cannet be idle, but hath gained ſomthing more to make him capable of ſuch 


praiſe. To conclude, Iſhall defire the Gentlemen of the Pikes, and the Gentlemen of che 
HMytkettiers rogoe hand in hand in loye like dear brothers, and neither of them to enyiec 
each other, andinſo doing, God will give a bleſſing to all their undertakings. But now,

This way of darging to the Horſe, I haye ſet down, as being praQtiſed ſomtimesamongR 


us 
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us in our private meetings, bur Iconceive it to be of little uſe to receive a deſperate charge 
of the Horſe, for by theſe chargesthe Souldiers are in fo lame and weake a poſtare , that the 
Horſe cannotchooſe it they come on witha fullcareer , but beare the Pikes and Prbe-men 
down to the ground : Therefore in my opinionthe beſt way of oppoſing the Horſe charge 
is that which we learned of ourever honoured Captain, Major Henry Tiller, in the M4i- 
litary Garden; which was, Files cloſing tothe midf2 to their cloſeſt Order, infomuch that 
there was not above halt a foot interval of ground between File and File, the Pikes Por- 
ting,ard after clofing their Ranks forwards ſo cloſe, that they locked themſelves one within 
another, and then charged on. Which in my judgement is ſo ſecure a way from ronting, 
chat it is impoſſible for any Body of Hoſe roenter therein 2 and farther, to my beft re- 
membrance, I nevercould meet with any Souldier that hath been abroad upon any ſeryice 
that ever ſazp any charging of the Pikesat the Foot, thereforeI will further proceed:

Aﬀſterlay thenarrow end of the Pike tothe ground , face about to the left toyour firſt 
Front, and moye forward with the Burt exd of your Pike on your right fide in your Fu- 
wer all Poſture.

Hat hath been formerly declared concerning a Rank twelve a breft as before 
ſhewed by eyery particular place of honour, as they fland with the reaſons 
for the ſame, it may give a cleer underttanding by the ſame rule to finde the 
Dignity of places ten a breſt.

mination, and you will finde them tocarry bydividing by ewo's, being added to the four 
firſt placesof honour, and they will carry ſurable proportions, as underneath is ſer forch. 
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Burt for as much that in this Rarge of tena breſt there will fallout lone odd, we muſt 
then ofneceſſity fake, place ir upon the right, and not onthe letr, forthe reaſons as formerly 
for a File (ix deep declared. T might now here conclude with other flouriſhing Tables 
which mightbe llctleproficable unto the Souldier, though holding out diſcourſe more ful- 
ler in an Arithmeticall way. But I haveno defireto fill this ſubject with plenty of unpro- 
fitable words and frothie flouriſhes, butrather driving really in a Souldierly way, to make 
all chings both plain andeaſic toevery courteous Reader that ſhallbe pleaſed for to peruſe 
the fame. Andrherefore, herefor preſent, I ſhall conclude, what moremight herebe ſpoken 
by dignities of Roxks and Files, leaving what ſhall remain untill ſuch cime in courſe I ſhall 
again meet with them by the way in drawing up of Regiments.

BeforeT come to make deſcription of a Body, I ſhall ſhew ſome further 
Reaſons of the Serjeants places of leſſer Companies, with the 
placing of the Drums. 


T happens many times, ſome Companies falls not out ſo large,as is before ſer forth,and 
that they have bur three Serjeavts, and therefore ir would be known, when that they 
havebut one Diwviſionof Muckertiersin the Yan,two Diviſionsof Pikes, andone Divie 
ſion of Muckettiers, inthe Reer, which is the Reer-Guard, wherethen the placing of 
theſe three Serjeauts, and three Dreams, ſhall be upon their long Mateh,and where to be 
watching alla Breſt, To which, I anſwer, in the furſt place, the youngeſt Serjeaxt isalways to 
attend the Captain, and having no Diviſion to lead, he is to be upon the right Angle of 
the Front, there expeRivg his Capt azx»pleaſure and comands ; and the: fecond Serjeant is 
to lead the ſecond Deviſion of Fikes, andthe eldeſt Serjeaxt to lead the laſt Diviſion of 
Mutkettiers, orthe Reer Guard, here are their placesupon the long March, 

But whenthey are drawn up, and {o march even a Breſt, the youngelt Serjeants place, 
as is before expreRt, is romarch uponthe right Avgle in the Frovt, and the eldelt upon the 
left, the ſecond Serjeant is ro march in the right Fagle inthe Reer. They having rheir 
places thus ſlated, are co moye ſometimmeSuyp and down ypen the Flaxks, intheir marching, 
cauſing the Souldiersto keep their due diſtance of order in File, and open order in Rant, 
and to marchevena Brelt, and after they may return unto their places again. 

Bur here, me thinks, 1mcer with ſome Objeftor by the way, who ſaith, the eldeſt is + 
much wronged herein ; tor that ic 1s his proper place to be upon the right ; char when 
Farlorns are drawn off againſt an Enemy, he is there ready firlt co lead chem on, claiming 
itas his due, togiye the firſt on-ſer, and therefore tar more honour fer him to be on the 
right, thenonthe left, and the youngelt Syrjeavt, rather to be placed on the left, then an 
theright ; asfor the ſecond Serjeavts place, 'tis fir ieſhould be in che Reer, to affilt rhe 
Lieutenant there, hebaving none bur he, ro helphim, if any occaſion ſhould require. To 
which, Ianſwer, that it is the youngeſt Serjeants place to be upon the right Angle, either 
upon a Stand, or upon a arch, and not the eldeſt; for thele reaſons following. The 
youngel(t Serjeant is not placed there for any honour that it is to him, for he hath no Di- 
v/50n at all to lead upon the Adarch, {except the Company be very great) andif fo, he is 
placed ſoneer the Caprais, tobe ſerviceable tohimtocazry, and convey his pleaſures unto 
all the reſt of the Officers. As forthe leading of the YVan-guard, upon the March, the 
Capraintakesthat place unto himſelfe ; and it isfar more honourunto the eldeſt Serjeart 
to be a Leader of the Reer-Guard, or entirely the left- Flan! , then to lead a Sab-di- 
viſion of Pikgr.

E chat intends to exerciſe a Body of men,muſtcruly know what heſhall command 
H- {o to give his direRions unto-the Souldiers, as they may aptly make ready potty 
ecurionof theſame.He mult at ſuch times aboye all the reſi, afſume unto himſelf the 
y confidence & prelence (asnear as he js able) of a compleat Squldier. He is alſo to 
fretchout his voice ſo,as hemay conyenjeatly be heard, & underſtood by the inferiour Offi 
cers,and Souldiers ; which willcauſe thermore readily to obey his Commands. He-ovghe 
ro catty a cheerfull countenanceunto them, provided they.do well; but otherwiſe, if care- 
leſlydiſ-regarding his Commands, he may look haiſhly upon chem, His eyeSought to be 
quick and nimble, obſerying all their Motions, whether it be to the right, or left, to the 
Front,or Reer;andnimbly epping to them, co (tay them;if diſorderly they ſwerye awry from 
what hefirſt. intended. Hemuſt likewiſe order all his Words of Command fo, as that they 
may be proper, and cet pronounced forth unto the Souldier, without any faltering. And 
in eyery oneof theſe, to ſee the Souldierleafurely and eafily perform the: ſame in a compleac 
manner, He muſt not be two quick in his Words of Command, but carctully ſee what bee 
fore commanded, well done,and then he may procced unto thenext. In time of his Exer- 
ciſe, he muſt ſeriouſly mind whathe isto do, and not to haye his thoughts extravigantly 
carried away upon any other SubjeR, for fear he be out, but if any Fn thipg ſhould 
happenthrovgh forgetfulnefſe, he ought not to be daunted, bur to pull up the Spirit of a 
Souldier as well as he can, and endeayour tro reduce themagain, For it is a rare thing to 
be found, fora Leader to be ſo exquiſite in his Exerciſing, as not to be ſormtimes out; and 
in my obſervation of moft, atone timc'or another, I have found them foro be. His diſcre- 
tion alſo ought tobe ſuch, as to cull out, and chuſe thoſe things that be chieſe( a5 flowers 
outof a Garden, tofir and compleat up his Exerciſe in-a Spuldier-like way; which may 
be mot propereſt for ſervice and uſe, which willbring to himfar more commendations and 
praiſe in the judgement ofeyery knowing Souldier, then toſpend his timeupon unneceſſary 
zopes ; but yet ſomrimesto pleaſe the fancie of the curious, at their private meetings, he 
may uſe ſome things for delight, to ſupport and uphold their private Exerciſes ; which 
haye nurſt up, herein Lowdev, many able Souldiers, and Commanders; who haye been 
ſerviceable to our Nation, It is a very' neceſſary thing likewiſe that a Leader ſomtimes 
do acquaint the Souldiers of the uſe of their ſeverall D;tances, Facings, Doublings, Coun- 
ww arches, and wheelings, and of all things elſe heſhall command ; buc inſuch a manner, 
that hedwell not too long upon anything, heſhall declare untothem, for dulling of the, 
Souldiers, who rather would be pleaſed with moreaRings, then by coomuchealkings 2 
, Which ſpinsout the time, as forntimes ordered,tovery little purpoſe. He mufl be very care- 
full of every Word of Command he gives, that the Souldiers be ordered in their due Di- 
farice, ſurable tothe ſame, of what kind ſoever itbe; and if it ſhall be loſt in their mo- 
vings, or marchings; he mult endeayeur to bring them to itagain. He is likewiſe to ac» 
quaint the Souldiers when they are drawn up, to look about them, and co minde their ſeye< 
rall places, how they ſtand in the Body, wherher they be in eyen Ravks from the Front, or 
odd; if eyen, and upon any doubling of Ranks, they are the men todowble theodg ; if

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Thiscaution being ſomtimes quickly run over in adviſing ol the Souldiers,thar they ſhould 
eyer minde when they are firſt drawn up into a bedy theſe particular places, they would 
nor ftand ſo carelefly and ſo ignorantly in a Body, as many times they doe, not knowing 
which way to move without a great deale of pains and direRtions from their Leadey , for 
there being ſo many occaſions of doublings of theſe kinds, that it is a neceſſary thire for 
every Souldier to be acquainted with the ſame. / $32: $8.

Yetit isnot only ſufficient that the Souldiers doe'ininde their places as they" Aland in a 
body, acccording to the direRion of their Leader, as before ſer forth unto them, 'hur that 
they be likewiſe, in the time of their Exerciſe , very ſilent in the body , and helpfull unto 
their fellow-Souldiers by pointingout/ unto them with fignes with the hand, whete they 
ſhould march, to performe what was before commanded, and to be yery civ:ll,and orderly 
intheir carriage to cach other, and to mindetheirExercile ſo as a matter of great 'weight, 
and high conſideration in the well regarding of the fame. And'if a word of command 
(as ſomtimes may happen) ſlip our of order, as by the miſtaking of a hand or thedike , yet 
neyertheleſſe it ſhouldbe their modeſt care, if rilotprevented by him, to be ready toexecure 
what they conceive he intended, and walking along in this civill and reſpeRtive way unto 
him that ſhall lead chem, it will notonly be a great encouragement unto him, burthey will 
alſo reap much benefirunto themſelves. 45,

And here Fellow-Souldier endethall the ſeverall kinds of Dowblings, which if any ſhall 
ſcem hard or difficulc unto thee, eicher in their Commands, DixeRions, or Reducements, 
thou meiſt (care being taken) with much eaſe and delight performe the ſame. And here 
the Captaes is to take ſpeciall notice, when he comes to. the point of Dowblings, that his : 
propeteft way, arid will be firſt ro double the Front, as being the moſt honourable part of 
the Body, and next the Reer, and after either to the right oc left Flank, leaying it to his 
diſcretion to uſe as __ of them as he.ſhall chink fitting, and convenient for his Exerciſe. 
Andalthough I have ſomewhat varied from the practiſe of former times in uſing more 
plenty of Words of Commands, the ripeneſfe and'cutiofiry of wits in theſe our dayes, cn. 
forcedmeunto it ; for chey having much refined the J4-lrary Diſcipline will not be pleaſed 
wich ordinary ſtuffe (as toſay, 4s you were) which, I confefſe, would fayethe Captain a 
ofeat deal of pains, and be more*afic_tothe apprehenſion, and capacity of eyery-private- 
Souldier, for his I unto his place again. Yer if Command ſhould be given 
ro double any parcof the Body, that Leader would quickly lie! under a hard cenſure; and be 
judged in- moſt mens opinians inſufficient, that could nor fide out ormeocher Words of 
Command to reduce them again. Endeyouring,therefore, togiye, full fatisfaRion to both 
parries, I havetaktn che pains to ſer down other Words of Command: for Redwcements, 
whereby choſe what Get chemſelves cumous, may cull our ſuch plenty as way 
beldpleaſctheir genious ; 'a vifing them withall gec to. prelinme io the excrciling of their 
private Companies, before themlelvesbefirfi well yerſt, andrralyknowing in all and every 
of the ſeyerall Commands, DireRions, and Reducemencs, before»mentioned, which: beino 
obteined; they may confidently and boldly proceed, ſo. to inurecheirSouldiersinthe pratiſe 
chereof, thartheir'own knowledge ina ſhort time will reduce, cherptotheir former places 

withour 
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withour uſing theſe chred-bare words, as yex were ; variety veing more prefitable, and 
delightfull unto them, (provided they underltand it) rhentoaccufiome them inan ordinary 
and plain way of reducing. 
Burt here ſome men will be ready to carp and fay, thatT have troubled my ſelfto little pur- 
pole, in tetting down more Doxtlings then are uſed abroad upon ſeryice. To whom I an- 
{er that there are none (it rightly underſtood) bur are of fingular uſe onertiive or anether, 
cither in our private /feerings,or inthole great Narſeries of I7s/tary Dr [ſcip!me, the famnons 
Acatemies of this our land, the Artillery and Military Gardens, who tor F teld-ſerwice 
have train'd up,and fent forth many worthy,able & gallant Sorldiers intothe Armies lately 
raiſed in our Nation between the King and Parliament,whom I pray Cod happily torecon. 
cite. Bur, ſuppoſe, many of theſe Doublings have nor been ſeen by lome tobe uſed in che fielder. 
Aretitey no: therefore uſetul? perhaps at ſuch time they have had no occaſion for to uſe them 
all, which if not 2 ;nuſt chey be rejeRted?.che anſwer poſitively , that being rightly enquired 
into, they have in them very uſefull, and ſerviceable things again an Enemy whether it be 
inthe Fre/4 or in Garriſon. Astor cxaimple the Iſnckertgeys being brouchr c;therall inro the 
Front or Reer or upon ane of the Flanks which often hapneth , an Enemy appearing th ere, 
then. they would be of ſingular good uſe for our adyantage, and verydiſadyantageous to the 
enemy: Thelike nay beipoken of the Pibes, who are by ſcyerall of theſe dbublmngs brought 
into thoſe places, be1ng there very {er viceableto receive a defperatecharge of herle , ifupon 
any &f theſe parts they ſhould fall on. Obſerve, further, that in many of theſe doublings, as 
the one arms ſhall face cr charge againſt an enemy , ſo contrariwiſe the other lies more ſe. 
cure in ſatcry to be preſery'dfrom danger of theſhor. Moreover, (according unto the nuni- 
ber of men eitherin /c»grhor depth )a Leaacr may by theſe words of Command or the like, 
at che ſamerime aoxble his Frovt, Recr , or Midſt by doubling of Ranks, and way farther 
make uſe of themat one andthe ſame time'to double by files his right, left Flank and X7idſt 
all at one inſtant. Bur Iſhall not not necd to ſet down words of Command for the doubling 
Front, Reer Flanks and Maſt, after this manner, bur leave that unto the apt Sowldier to 
make uſe of ſuch words of Command formerlyThewne , and to framethem utablefor an 
ſuch purpoſe ſo intended. Bur before 1 ſhall conclude concerning the uſe of theſe doublin s, 
as 1 {aid before, there are many of them,which by comand will brivg any menin the ws ay 
rofight, unto that part which ſhal be moſt weak, or aſſaulted by an epewy. And, again, he 
may caſt them, ſointo the body by-a doubling, as ſhall preſerve trom danger, whom he ſhall 
think fic. And to ſay morethere is nopart of the body or arms but by wordsof Commandin 
doublings may bebrought forth as Frentiers againſt the enemy, and may beplaced again. in- 
rothe widft of the body for more ſecurity, and others in like manner may be brought forth 
for their relief. Therefore it much goes 4 all Senldiers and Commanders to be truly know- 
ing in all theſeverall kinds of doyb/gs,out of which heemay make fingular good uſe accord- 
ing to his diſcretionat all ſuch times asneedſhal require, whether it be in Fre/d,or otherwiſe

mentioned by any Leader inthe timeof his Exerciſe, for this reaſon, as 1 ſuppoſe, becauſe 

the ſouldiers for the moſt part are unacquainted with them ; which cauſethall our Le «ders 
in out private Meetings here in London, to deliver farth unto their Soulders fuch words of 

command as may readily and aptlybe underftood by them, which, are. ranks, fle-toche 
Tightor leff, or files, file to'any hand, which is no other then [n verſion , and again ranks, 
rankto the right or left,cicher in equal or unequal parts or intire to the frome or files top ark, 

in thelike kindemay betermed Converſion : And, in my opinion, they do. thebetterthat ſhall 

thus expreſs theryſelycs tothe capacity of every Souldier,, chen for xo puſſeahem with the 

words [verfion and Converfien. Tintendtherefore without curioſity plajnly re ſerdowne 
their ſeycrall commands, dizeQions, and reducements, keeping my former method, concern- 
| ing 
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ing doublings. For in all and every one of them, they do either double the /ength or depth 
of the Fren:,Reer, Midft,or Flanks; no part of the Afilitary Exerciſe affording more plenty 
of matter then they, carrying always along with them manychings of excellenc uſe. For ex- 
ample, ſuppoſea Prince, Generall, or any other perſon, of quality were to paſsthorow the 
Company, a diſcreet Commander would preſently command their ranksto mere, or file to 
the right and left inward , which immediatly becomes (as it were 2 Street or Gallery, for 
the honouring and ſecuring cf their perſons. Mcreover , it is of uſe forthe lodging of the 
Colours or upon fanerall cccahons,or taking their leave fromtheir Captain, where they may 
poure forth their volley's of ſhot all at one and the ſamecime. Tobe ſhort, being neceſſiia- 
| ted to match azainſt a battery, it avoids the danger of the great Ordnaxce, and likewiſeſe- 
©* Curesthe Font of the Battalia, fromthe imminentdanger of any great ſhowerof ſmall ſhot 
- poured forth by the Enemy- Aslikewiſeir is of excellent uſe to march over anarrow Bridge, 
or thorow a Laze, Thick et,or Salliport, or ſuch like difhcult paſſages ;'or if any Commander 
havea deſiretp. uſe ancient figures, by it hemay wakethe Saw, Shrers, or Diampnd;or be- 
ing in one file, they may.aptly.be drawn.into a Ring , whete hee that is anable poſture man 
anding inthe midſt; may ſhew ,unto them. their ſeverall poſtwres , and aftereafily reduce 
them again, andchusmuch briefly of [»ver fron, or 7 anks filing. 


Next come wetoſhew the excellent uſes and fervices which may be performed by.Con- | 


verſion, as firſt perceiving any manof worth to ſtand before the frone of the battail,, orto 
paſs by either ot the flanks, then ravks,ranking, or files rank into the frovr,orranks wheel- 
ing to either of the flanks,by theſe commands the fouldiers aſpeRsare thicher brought topre- 
{ent unto him a volley of ſhot. It is likewiſe very uſefull for the makingof a Line again a

Thus you lee (for all their great yarietie which latter ages have invented ) they conſiſt 
but of three ſorts or kinds, either maintaining, gaining, or loſing of ground, and may bee 
petformed (as 1 ſaid before) either by intire or divifionall Counter-marches. 

It may now be expe&ted that I declare untothe Souldjer the meaning of each particu- 
lar Commter-march, briefly,therefore,thus.

As for example, we cannot ſay in a file, double your raks, thefe being none, untill there be 
ſomeother files joyned thereunto, and therefore if we intend a doubling by a fingle file, 
wecommand ittorak, two tothe right or left, which in a Company muſt be expreſt 
Ra»ksto the right or left double. Thus you ſee with a little alteration every man is brought 
up into the From, either by ſucceſſion, or dignity, whether the files be even numbers or odd, 

reat bodies or ſmall. Bur here by the way, 1 muſt crave pardon to ſpeak ſomething in 
commendation of theſe Doublings, in anſwer to them that accounts them but roys ; to 
whom I will be fo bold as totell them that itjs nor for want of ignorance, they ſo ſlightly 
eſteem of ther, for were they truly knowiog in the Art of Drilling, they muſt of force con- 
feſſe abundance of variety in them, affording much delight to hit that ſhall command, and 
oreat content untothem that are commanded, perceiving thewſelyes to be made file-leaders 
by cheskill and worth of their Leaders. And,beſlades, there may be juſt cauſe (at onetime or 
other) many times to alter the ravks, exchanging the one for the other, bringing thereby 
cheir beſt deſcrying Souldiers into the chiefeft places of honour, ard caſting orhers into 
their rooms atthe difcretion of the Commander. Therefore, Icould wiſh,all Leaders what- 
ſoever to be well skill'd and verſt in theſe Dowblings, the frequent praQiiſe whereof will 
makethem moreapt inthe Exerciſe of more diſficulethings inthe Are 14;/itery.

But did 
they truly underſtand what diſhonour and diſparagement it is unto them, they would not 
be ſo idle and backward, bur ſer times apart, ofren inuring thersſelyes tothe pratiſe theres 
of, going through all the Motions, Diſtances, Facings, Donbligs \fignnter-marches, and 
Wheelings, and may farther, if be pleaſe, with his Gogle file draw. forth diyers figares of 


Batt«sl, declaring unco his Soyldiers their ſeyerall reaſons and: uſes. The. exerciſing his 
Companie after this/manner, affordsunto them both content and delight; and it is likewiſe , 
very uſefull in. greater Bodies, when time of need ſhall require, as (hall appear in the

ſequell of this Book. 
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But here,me thinks, I heare ſome fay,'of whar uſeareyour ficures? ſeeing for the moſt 
part, in pitcht Battails, or $kirmiſhing inthe field, they commonly fire ene ag21n ano- 
ther in Squares, ot by Ferlornes, drawn fotth from the Boy, and being relieved, return 
into their places again. To whom, I anſwer, that in one reſpeRit is tfutc, there being ſcarce 
any pitcht Batcail in the field fought in rheſe larter times, bur it -hath beer! with even 
fronts, who ever are firſt ingaged, whether i: be by Dt:ifoxs drawn oft by way of Forlcrnes, 
as havei»gs, or Bartail, the Fight with.even Froxrs, or Squadrons, as having" eycry five 
or fix files divided a part from each other, having fix foot ground imewall, berwix: the 
above ſaid number of files for the conveniency of the. Ravks wheelme off after they have 
fired, As concerningſuch fegures as are framed like the Wedge, Saw, Sheers, or: Diamond. 
I muſt confeſſe, there 15little or nouſe at all, except it befordelight, or tor the practiſe and 
experience of ſome young Souldier, whereby he may plainly, ſee the cuſtome of the An- 
cients in ſetting forth fach ancient figures. Bnt to Jertthis paſſe, and tocome ro the place 
wherewe left, I ſhall ſhew unto the Souldicr how needfullic is for him to be well skilled in 
the framing of fignresof Battail, and likewiſe to be throughly acquainted with their ſeo 
yerall uſes. Wherefore take this for a general rule, that there was never any pitcht Bat- 
tail, but there were Reſeryes appointed out untoallthe parts thereof, whereby they mighe 
bring off, and attimeof need relieve each other ; andif fo, certainly, they muft of neceſhty 
carry along with them ſeyerall forms, and figuresof Batt ai/, according to the diſcretion of 
the Xajor-Generall, or other Commanders inchiefe whom ir(hallconcern. Ic will there- 
fore beexpedient (fincethere is a neceſſity of figures of Batt ail, and for the letting 2 part 
of Diviſions for the rehieving of each other) for every Commander that willbe truly know- 
Ing, to haye always ſome imprinted in his memory, that intimegf need, he may not be 
to ſeek, or wanting in them. To which purpoſe, I havecolleRed ſome few, putting them 
to their view, being formerly-praQtiſed by me, for the' ſatisfation of thoſe loving Gen- 
tlemen which haye private Meetings in London; but more eſpecially for thoſe of the 
Town-ditch, unto whom Iam moſt eſpecially bound. And therefore, without more dela k 
I ſhall lay before them certain figures of Batr4! upon all che Depths of files ſer torth in

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Tothe firlt I anſwer, that the reaſon, as I conceive, why they have been fo ſparing of 
theirpains in this kind, was not for wan: of abiliries, or knowledge amonght any of them, 
whoſe works for the moſt part I highly honour and efteem, but rather believe that they 
left ic forth for che curious ſearch of ſuch whoare called unto Fie/d=officers places, know-= 
ing well chat before they are capable of thatpreferment chey muſt be good proficiencs 
ia this part of 717ilitary Exercoſe. 

2 Although many chat know bur alitcle, may be pufc up with high concejrsof them- 
ſelyes, conceiving what the Authour hath done, *cwere eafie for any-manto performe the 
ſame ; yetto them of riper judgements, the more variety inthis kind ispreſented to their | 
view, the more painfullthey are in the curious praQtiſe thereof, thinking every moment 
loſt which is nor ſpent inthe ſearching after, and informing of their judgments in this pomc 
of Military Diſc.pline. 

Ifit had not been for the worthie paines and laboursof our anceſtors publiſhed to the yiew 
of the world, this our age might have been ignoranc both in this, and all other Sciences, for 
from them we borrowed our firſt light, God purring ic in their hearts topubliſh their ſeye- 
rall gifesto after generatious,which though at this day much refined, yet for our firſt grounds 
and principles weare beholding unto them, Therefore,give me leave,accordiug as God hath 
inabl'd me, not to conceale or keep back any thing which may concern the good and welfare 
of my country ; for, I conccive,there is none worthie to receive benefic fron: thoſe that have 
gone before him, if he conceales that good to ſuch as ſhall come after him. Andif I happen 
to lie under the hard cenſure of fome for my paines, ic makes no-matter, ſothe major part 
receive benefic thereby, for as 1 gathered ſomwhart of others : ſomy defire is tha others may 
doe the like by me. 

Thg opinions of Souldiers in the drawing up of Regiments are very various both in their 
formes and figures, according to the cultome of their Countries,commands of their Generals 
or Officers in cheife, which neyertheleſſe may prove yery good and ſerviceable when need 
ſhall cequire, I ſhall thereforefor the ſatisfaRion of the ingenuous ſouldier ſer before them 
the beſt colleRions drawn from them all, ſuch as may be moft uſcfull for ro fight againſt 
the enerpy, according tothe ſituation of the place, thenumber of men, and aprnefle of ground 
tocontainthem, which in thenext place comes to be handled,

He generall place of Randezvoys being appointed out unto the Mer, it is his care 

ro take a timely yiew thereof, thatthere be groundand room ſufficient enough for 

the drawing chem up. And having received orders from his Collonel, Afajor Genes 
rall, or other ſuperiour officers for the Regeenrs marching thither, he may appoine the 
Companies to march either of theſetwo ways, either by ſucceſſion, or dignity. If by ſucceſſi- 
on, firſt the Collone/s Company moves away, next, the Liewtenant Collonels in the reer of 
him, then the 17ajors and fo conſequently allthe reft from the eldeſt to the yonngeſt who 
brings up the reer of all. If by dignity, firſt the Colloxe/s Company, and in the reer of him the 
youngeſt Captain, and after him the eldef}, then the Aſajors, then the ſecond Captain, the 
Leintenant Colonel bringing up thereer of all. But it concernes the 21ajor before their 
marching to give notice untothe Leintenant Colonel and the eldeft C aptainto coumermarch 
theirr.%ks of their two perticuler Companies as ſoone as they come into the placeof che 
generally andezvous before he ſhalldrawthem up, to preſerve the honour of the right hand 
File-leader1 and Bringers=xy of both armes. He islikewiſetobe there before hand attending 
their marching in, and after the Collove/s company have made Alt to draw up each perticu- 
ler company onthe left of him, all inoneeven range, commanding them to cloſe ranks for- 
ward to order, and files into the midſt untotheſame diſtance. He is likewiſe to informe him-

and again, in ſome, & but a few to have eight Companies. I ſhall therefore for the better 
Grisfaction of ſuch as remain un$Kill'd herein, vothrough them all, partly taſhew the praftiſe 
of this our City in their ſeverall drawings up, with the reaſons to confirme the'ſame.

The firit grand Devr/ſion in reſpeR of every Officer and place, is to be ordered as the for- 
mer ; only inthe ſecond, there will be this ſmall alteration, the Lieutenant Collonels Com- 
pany, ard the Majors are to interchange places, the reſt are to remain as they were, only 
with ch.s alteration following ; the Lieutenant Collonels Lieutenant isto lead the firſt Dive- 
fron of Muckettiers, untill ſuch time that his Liewtenant Collonel ſhall come unto that place, 
and then he is to bring up thac Diviſion being neer athand, that if his Lientenant Collonel 
ſhould upon ſome juſt occaſions be called off, he may immediately move up, and lead there 
in his abſence.

(hallſer forth the Figure, which follows in page 161 ; affording more yatiety in the ſatne.

He way tomakethis Figure in the molt readieſt manner, is to be performed after 
+ this kind ; both che grand Divs/ons, ſtanding all a breſt in even Front ; firſt move 
forward all the Iſarkettiers ſome ten foot cleer of the Pzhes, after let them cloſe 
Files both of Mmukettiers and Pikes, imtothe midlt co order, then they will land 
intwo Divifioxs, one of Muckettiers, and in the Reey of them, one of Pikes; then open the 
files outward to open order of each Armeszand after let them double the Front tothe left of 
both Armes by Bringers-»p, and they will be but three deep of each Armes, having inthe 
Fronts the bef} Souldiers ; then command them to face all cotheright, then wheel then a- 
bour ſtill to the: right of both Armes; the Pikes wheeling all inthe in-ſideof the Afuſ- 
kettters, untill you have brought them into two Rzngs, provided thus that you clofe your 
Ring sunto thatplace which was your firſt Front, then face them all to the Center, andatter 
face them abour tothe right, and they will thenbe faced round andftand ſurableto the fol- 
lowing Figsre (page 163.) and to haye in it two Rings, the one of Imukertiers, the other of 
Pikes,ſome ten foot ſhort on the in-ſide of them. Ard by reaſon it cannot be well otherwiſe, 
in reſpe& thereare asmany Mmbertiers again as there ate Pikes, and the Officers follow. 
ing the Souldiersin their places formerly fixed in this Motion will allo naturally Rand in 
manner and forme as is ſer down in the Figwre. 

Bur, me thinks, I hear ſome ſay, of what uſeor feryice upon anyoccafion may this Ring 
be unto the Sonldier. To whom I anſwer, that it is one of the moſt ſerviceableſt Figures 
that can be made, to ſecure the Souldier from danger againft the furious charge of horſe in 
Camparia, the » way Is or making of ir up, being eafily and ſuddainly performed, rhe 
Muzkettiers having Palliz.adoes may adyance forward three or four paces, and flick thety 
down in ſuch manner, as that they may keep the horſe from breaking in'among them. And 
after if they ſhould be charged round, they may pive fire over they, againft their Enemies, 
and fallin the Reer of themlelyes ; yer neyerchelefle, if the horſe ſhould be. undaunted, and 
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attempt co come on again, they may irehft_theawwith a more deſperate charge after this.

For ic would 
be unreaſonable that all the beſt men ſhould be on the right, and that the left of the Regi- 
ment who areto oppoſe the Enemies right ſhould haye the weakeſt or meaneſt men of 
worth ; therefore without all queſtion that Body of men that ſhall be drawnup foas ro 
make all parts of equall worth, and ſtrength, as the right flank, with the Iefe, the Frome 
with the Reer, ſo that where ever the Enemy ſhall fall onto charge any one of cheſe parts, 
being all madecquall in firexgth, and worth, it muſt needs prevent all murwuring com- 
plaints, and carry beſt approbation to all knowing C OmmAnaers ; And thus much briefly 
may beſpoken in the commendation of the ordering of his Regrwerr thus far.

Notwithſtanding, Thave thus Iaid down the manner of the Diviſions, with the placing of 
the Officers, there are alſo from ali theſe divifions both of the P5kes and Aſneketrrers, lub- 
diviſions drawn off upon the /ong-#zarch betwixt every fift or fixt file as they canequally 
divide them, with even proportions to march. And for the leadivg of ſuch diviſions there 
are Serjeants caſt inthat properly belong unto them which do lead. and bring them up, 
ſo thar upon thisaccompt they make in their long regimentall-march ſome thirty divifi- 
ons, byreaſon, as Iconceive, upon apy Alt, or conyenientplace of drawing them all up 
even a breſt, the Serjearts as well as thereſt of the ſuperiour Officers. may be helpfull 50 
bring upthe file-leaders again as at firſt intotheir properplaces. And thus far Thave en-" 
devoured for the ſatisfaRion of all ingenuous Souldiersto ſer forth the manner of Collonell 
Rainſborough's Regiment of their drawing up, diſpoſing of coloars, and placing of Officers, 
as wasthe Obſervation of myeyer honour'd Friend, and moſtexquiſite knowing Souldier 
ThomasW alker, one of the Captainsof the lame Regiment, and a true loyet of the Afo- 
litary Art, who friendly communicated to me the praQtiſe of their Regiment.

and the 11ajors aſter this kind, 6: 8: 3. Wherein I doobſerye in each grand Diyifion 
this rule, thatby ſucceffion and degrees they put the beſt Souldiers upon the right, and the 
ſecond according tocourſeupon the left, andthe reſt between them. As firſt, the Collonel 
bein? the chiefeſt man of honour is placed upon the right of his Squadron, next to his left 
istheſixt and fourth Caprain, andthe clofing up of his grand Diviſon, is placed the firſt 
or cldeft Captain.

Boe I ſhall begin ro draw up this Tertia, Army, or Brigade; I ſhall ſet down the 


obſervation of Co//. Hen. Hexam , in his Book treatirg of the C ffice cf the three 
Serjeant Majors of the Tertia, otherwiſe called thethiee Field C orpor als, His words 
arc theſe : 

The States A; my by order of bis HigIneſſe ts dinided upon a March into three 
Brigades, er Tertia's, and a Serjcant Major of a Tertja, being ene of the great Corporalls of 
the Field, receives his Order immediate from the Lord Generall, & the Lord Mar- 
tiall, bat moſt commenly of the Serjeant Major General) of the Ar my, hew ke ſhallfatm and 
order his Brigade or Tertia, and kew many Regiwents of Horſe a»d Foot, areto march under 
Sr, and with what Ordnance ard Baggage. He »ſſignes and ſhews himmthe place where 
they are 10 draw out into Battalia, ard receives erders frem the Serjeant Maior Generall, whe 
ther they are to-march inthe Varn-guard, the Batta)), cr rhe Recr.

AS 
ſoimtunesthey confift of 12 C omparies, fome of two Regiments, others of three, or four, ha« 
ving in them not a ike number v! C o-pa#tes or gen, which cught accordingly unto the ſe- 
verall djveſionsof a Brigade to be ba!l anced a I:ke, both: in number of mes, dignity, and 
worth, as is 1n perticuler Regements fully ſet forch. And in reſpect that leverall drvs/iors 
make a Brspade, and that according to the diſpoſition of an Army, all the Officers and Soul - 
d:ers are dividedinto three parts, called B; zgades, or Tertia's, each of them having a feye. 
rallname, to wit, the Van-guard, Batt as!, and Reey -guard. Now that Tertea which 1s to 
march fic(t, is called the Van-gaard, that which marchectr next in the middle, the Batradl, 
and chat which comes up laſt, the Reer. Every one of theſe upon march as was formerly 
expreſſed in the Swedzſh Brig ade, take their turns interchangeably ; for the ſecond day of 
the 1arch, the Batt ail becomes the Fan-guard, and the Reer the ſecond day the Batrarl, 
and the third day, the Ter/54, that hadfirſt the Reer, is become the Yan-grard. So like- 
wiſe, there ought to be in every perticuler Brigade, or Tertia, a Van-guard, Battail and 
Reer-guard, to each of them, which with more conveniency may be ordeily brouvhr to 
fight by him that ſhall be Commander iv chiefe for the relieving each other, according as 
occaſion ſhall require. 

In the next place, for a Brigade, 1 ſhall point forthfouur Regiments, having in them eight 
Companees a piece, afcerthe manner of a Regiment of eight tormerly ſer down, which a- 
mounts to 3888 men, which number may ſerve for a third part of an Ariy of foot, and 
makeup a very compleat andſuffcient Brzgade. And TI (hallorder in this Brigade to bave 
in it four deveſtors, that iS tolay, a Vat-guard, Battail, and Recr-gnard, repreſented in 
the three hiſt Regents, but the fourth ſhall be a reſerve, Aarding in the Reey of the 
HMam-battail,or Brig ade, whereby upon all occaſions of the other retreating, or being 
driven backward, that Regiment may moye up to relieye each part thereof chat (hall be 
d:fireſſed, But upon the /oyg-13.,rch of this Bregade, the two middle Regiments accord- 
ivgtotheir order of dignity, are to make the Batrail, which inthe Figure were, n::de the 
V an. gnard,and Reer-guard, and that which formerly was the FVan-guard, is become the 
Battal, anii the Reer-guard the Reſerve ; but where they have ground (uſficient it wil 
be better romarch in that forme of Bartalra ſer down according tothe figure, Fo!"

And thus they way maintaine 
their fighting in this order, ſo long as there ſhall be juſt occahon 2: provicied che Mſukertiers 
make fx foot ground interyall betwixc every five or fix files, for their -ax' s to wheel off 
either tothe rightorleft, andtorallychemſelyes in good order in the Reer of their own 
d124/ons. There is likewiſe another way to make a ByYigaae, by ingrefiing all the Pikes of 
every Regiment into one Body, flankemg them with Mmckettiers; or by making them 
into t'xo or three Stands of Pikes, and fluwling each Body of Pikes with Mmnhertiere.

T: drawing up of an Army molt propertly belongs to the Serjcamr Major Genes 


rall, whoſe place andcharge is of an high degree , hiscommands being full of a- 
&ion, and therefore ought tobe a wiſe, grave,and able perſon , and an ablean ex. 
perienced Souldier. InreſpeR he hatb the ordering and diſpohing of the Dizy/ions 
and Battalions, according to that forme which the Gezeral! ſhall command him. Ang 
upon all occaſions he mult be ative, and ftirringup and down, to ſpie out all adyanta- 
ges, which might offend an Enemy ; and wiſely to fore-ſce all diſadyantages that may 
bring the Troopsinto any diſorder or confuon. He hath abfolute command over the three 
Serjeant Majorsof the Brig ages, otherwilecalled the three Grand Corporals of the Field, 
who areto be his affiltaurs, and hismouth, as he is the mouth of the Lord Generall, ox 
Martial of the Field ; and therefore muſt hayea vigilant eye oyer all things, ſeeing thar 
the Generals Command delivered to him be trictly kept, and obſcryed, and withall, ac- 
uainting, and informing the three Serjeavt Majors of the Br#gages of the Generals plea- 
he, that they may forthwith put che ſame into execution. 

Now the Method (that 1 ſhallobſerve,) ſhall be according to the forme of the former 
Brigade ; wherefore, in the firſt place, the Serjeant Major {hall do well to appoint-our 
unto the eldeſt Serjcavt Major of the Brigades, how to draw up that Brigade which 
ſhall be the Battai!, wherein the Loyd Generals Regiment, and the Collonels, is to be upag 
theright, and left of that By#gade, and berwixt them the youngeſt C ollonel, and ninth 
Colloxel, according unto this rule of djgmiy in the fioure ſer forth, 4: 92 122 1.

Jnthe nextplace, for the better expedition in — 
up the Army, every Serjeant Major of each Brigade draws the former Regiments affign' 
unto them, unto ſuch placeasſhall be appointed forth unto them by the Serjeant Major 
Generall,being helped, and affiſted by the Field-officers of the lame Regiments, the Ser jeart 
HM ajor Generalllikewile beingan afiftant unto chem all, ſeeingtheteby ailthe Commands 
of the Generall rightly obſerved and fulfilled. 

Having drawn up the 12 Regiments according to the former direRions, let the Serjears 
Majors of the Brzgades orderthemto ſtand all even a breſt according tothe forme and fi 
gure of that fingle Breg ade formerly et down. Wherein to every Brigade there will be 
a Van-ounrd, Battail, and Reer-guard, and Reſerves to thewall three. Next inquiry muſt be 
made of theſeverall ftirengths of the Bregades, ſome of them perhaps having many more 

les thentheother, for remedy whereof, there mult be files drawn forth ( provided therz 
conveniency of time) fromeach perticuler Compazy, and Brigade, and added unto thote 
which ſhall be weaker, to make their (trengths equall a like.

Brigades. Wherefore, it is conceived, that he will appoint the moſt honourableſt men we 
be Commanders thereof; asfirſt, him(ſelfe of that Brigade, which is the Barr ail in time of

»erall ot Commſſary Generall, But wholoc vcr the Lord General, (hall appoint robe Com- 
manders

ſervants, aſſiting them in all cher Commands. 'Thele ſeyerall orders and ditreRions, being 
thus equally divided amongſt the Commanders of every Brigade, an Army may quickly 
be brought into any forme ot Barrail co fight againſt an enemy, accotding tothe ground and 
ſcituation of the place, which may afford the belt advantages for the ſame, 
*: Afﬀeer this the Gererall of the Ordnance his diity 3nd care muſt be in the day of b attail, 
roſte thatthe Ordnance be well placed ; for at fiich rime his wiſdome is moſi diſcern'd, 
keeping (with the alſiftance of his Lientenaut) the Tram of Artillery together in good 
order. He muſt lave a vigilant eyeupon all accidents that may full our, and make choiſe of 
ſuch ground for cheir plariting, as the Geverall of the Army, and he ſhall think moſt fit and 
convenient. He muſt be carefull that all thibgs be in a readinefſe, putting the after 
Gunners,Gentlemen of the Ordnance, and Commanders in mindeof theit duty, that they do 
their bett endeavours, and acquit themſelves hike men, It js likewiſe partly his charge, toſte 
that the whole Army be wellptovided with Ammunition, becauſe the Ammunition march 
eth under his Tran. He mult alſo beneerthe Gem. of the Army upon all occafious, co receive 
his dire&tions and commands, and ra know from him after what manner he will make his 
battail, rhat he may plant his Ordnence accordingly, findino out F/!s and heights ro play 
over his own men. And when the Enemy ſhall prelent himielfe, 4nd come up to charge, 
he muſt draw, and pant #15 Ordnance, as neer their horſe 2$ poſſible may be, co hinder 
them from breaking in upon the dzviPons of foot, nana, & Jong with him Saylowrs, and. 
Tioxeers, to help crodraw up the Ordyavce, and (ufficient Guards to defend them, 
Asconcerying the planting of che Ordnance, when the Battalia is drawn up, they may 
be diſpoſed off leverall ways ; as ſomrimes they are placedupon the head of the Bart ali, 
others again, between them, by cwo and two, and others, by thtees, upon the flanks and 
_ wings of the /4ubertiers. Some areof opinion, that they ought to be planted upon the 
| flanks, andinthe Reer of the Battalia, by,leaving a freeplace for Armes which may give 
no offence to their own men. Bur asconcerning this laſt way, it might be anſwered; it can 
no way be expedient ; fcrit an Enemy ſhould perceive that the Front is left bare withour 
Ordnance, ic will giye them cauſeto come up with mcre courageto fallonupon the Charge, 
Therefore, the beſt way amongſt theancient e&perienc'd Souldiers, is, that the Artillery be 
divided, ſome here, ſome there, both before the Frozt, between the Battalions, and upon 
the Flas:s, and tobe placed ſome 56 or an 100 paces one from atiothet; aild then there 
will beno danger when the Enemy ſhall tome up to ſhock ro encounter you, or to offend 
our ownmen. Eſpecially, whenthey are taftened ro themby drawing ropes, and ire» rings, 
that upon an inttant they may be removed, and turn'd for the adyantage of cur own 
Troops, giving fire, as fait asthey can charg? and diſcharge againſt the Enemies Troops, 
it being a matter of great moment for the obceining of a vitory, and gaining the day from

| Bur that many times the Ordnance Eannot beplanted in ſuch convenient places as could 
be wiſhed for, inreſpe an Army way be driven into ſuch places, as the Ordnance mull 
be planted according to the bei ground it will afford, by reaſon of weods hills, ot tmar- 
riſh growrds, and {uch like diſadyantageous places, may be oftentimes met withall, for which 
no cercain rule may be given, but thar the Gexerall by his wiſcom and diſcretion may make 
choice of the beſt adyantages which might ann5y an Enemy moſt, and give the leaſt of. 
fence to his own men, either by dazling chem by the Sun, or by raiſing of the duſt, obſer 
ving the wmde which drives the ſmoak, both of the Ordaance and —_ full upon 
them.

roſpe& they allow but of one Chyrurgion toa'Regiment, and if jr ſhould happen many to be 
wounded, as oftentimes in field fights there are, one man is not able ſcarce in three dayes to 
bind up the wounds, and dreſs the ſores, of them that are maimed. And therefore it concerns 
every Caprain to be provided, and to haycin the abſence of the Chyturgion, a Barber Chy- 238 
n4"g10n attending on his Company.

of every Squadron thereof, And unto each of'ehem there is a Lanſpaſſadoe for an afſift- 
ant, for their rule of dignity, I conceive, it makes not much more matter then to make them 
the right handfilesleader in every percicular diviſion ;z but if any will be ſo curious to order 
them according to thar,let them apply themſelves unto the former rules for direEtions ro the 
san e. The Corporalls duty in his Squadron is to teach and inſtru them in the uſe of the 
Pike, and Musket, and to have a Roll and lift of his wen-in his diviſion or ſquadron. And 
when a touldiers name is croſſed out he is to give notice unto his Serjeant, and when a new 
one (hall lupply his place his.care muſt be ro inſtruR andenable him inthe poſtures of ſich 
armes.a$ hethall bear. Being with his Squadron wpon his guard heis to provide them with 
wood, coale, candle, and light. Having an out-guard his care muſt be ro firengthes ti, his 
lxtle Corps due guard and ſentinels muſt be ſet forth according to the 'avenewsor commings 
on of che enemy,whereby he preventstheir cuttivgs off, or furpriſall, the neghgence where- 
of proves both dangerous to themſelyes, and the whole army. Wherefcre i behoves hi 
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to beverycarefull, and vigilant to viſit ther, after giving them an eſpeciallcharge to be 
both faithfull and carefull in the great truſt repoſed in them. He muſt likewiſe preſerve and 
keep the word conſtant in his memory, whien the Caprain of the #atth goes the firlt 
Rexnd, he ſhall with his Swcrd drawn againſt his breſt give it him, and receive ſuch ot» 
ders from himas heſhall command him ; bur afterwards when the Rownd ſhallcome a- 
oain, he ſhall cauſe the Roungders, or Gentlemen (with his Sword drawn) to give the 
word to him before they paſſe. He ought never to go alone, being called forch by the Sexrs- 
xell, bur to have a Guard of three or tour Aſwukettiers a long with him, ſeleted out of 
his Corps due Gmard. He muſt adviſe his Sentinels how to Uemean themlſelyes _ the 
diſcovery of an Enemy, eitherto givean Alara, or elſe to give notice without making ah 
noiſe. Andif upon his Gard he ſhall either obſerye, or be adyertized by his Sentmels of the 
approach of the Enemy, then ke is to haye his men in readineſſe with ##/ers in their 
Xwkets, ard their watches lighted,  bimlelfe ſecretly comming in, giving intelligence 
unto his Caprare, or other ſuperiour Officer, whereby they may all bein a readinefle before 
the Alarim be given. He is likewiſe to diſteribute the vitival, powder, biellet, and match, 
unto his Squadron, and to take notice of the beſt experienced men, and accordingly ro 
imploy them upon aRion upon the #atches, He muſt cauſe reſpeR to be given to the 
Corps due Guard, and filenceto be kepr, whether it be about the Walls or Gates, that ſs 
the noiſe may not hinder the hearing of the adyertiſement from the Sentinels, He is like- 
wile to have an eye to their liyes and manners, and to take care of the baggage and money 
of ſuch as arehurr, or ſick, and to be in his own Garriage ſobct, wile, and diſcreer, for

Officers of the Regiment, and it they becalled to juſtice, he is to bring them tothe 
Martial Generall, whoaretobecarried fromthenteto the Connell of War." It is allg 

care to ſee that all women, boyes, ſervants, bread, and Aquavita-ſellers, belonging ro the 
Regiment do match in the Reer, and not before, or upon the Flanky. He is likewiſe to ſet 


ſuch prizes uponi be#e, and vilfyals, a3 the Lord Martial, 'or Serjeant Major Genera 
ſhall appoint, which order he ſhall receive from the Provoſt Maridallof the Army, and 
to ſee it duly executed within che Circuit of the Regiment -'Andthatthe Swtlers do nor 
ſell their beare and viftaals aboyethe ſet rare; left they grate'upen the Souldiers. After 
the Capta» of the Warch'hath-gone the firſt 'Roand, he isrofee thatthe Swtlers keep no 
tiling or diſorder inthe night, but makethemipur our their candle light, and fires ; du- 
ting thetimeof Divine Sermige, he is to go'the round, for fear any diſorders ſhould be 


committed in the Quarters. | 


* * ©. Of a Quartermaſter, 
F the Regiment be marching with the Army, (and notalone) he is then every eyening 
roattendupon the Quarterrzaſter Generall,oreceivehis direRions, and torakethe place, 
vround, and Louſes, appointed by him, for the Quarter and Lodging of the Regiment, 
who prcſently is to acquaint, and adyettiſe' his Co/lovel of the ſame, and after to follow 
his charge. Firſt,heappojnteth or prepareth the Coſonels lodging, and other Officersof the 
Field in the Center or midi of all the Quarters, and neer them himſelf, and afl the other 
Officers of the Safe. Aﬀeer, according to the ſeniority of the Captains, and their march= 
ings co diftribute forth their Quarters as may be deſigned, Haying thus far aRed through 
the help of the Conftables, and Headboreighs of thoſe places, where the Regiment is to 
Quarter, aud haying drawn forth their Bullets in a good and otderly way, he is before the 
Regiments entering the Quarters to deliver theſame tothe Colonel, or other Freld-officers, 
of that Kegwenr, and they todeliyer it cothe reſi of the Captains, todireR them to their 
lodgings, with theperticuler Souldiersof their Company. And during the time that he is 
abour the viſiting thediftribution of the Iodgings, all the Troops areco keep watch _ 
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aboutthe place, and to ſend out to diſcover, he muſt alſo be informed of the Lodgings 
of the whale Army to know whom to give, or whom to receive Supplies in cafe of 
neceſſicie. 

If che Quarter be in the open field, the Quartermaer General ſhall appoint to each 
Quartermaſter the place and ground which he ſhalltake, which he 1s codifiribure to the 
Serjeamts of every Company of the Regiment, who are to affilt him in taking the deprh, 
lengch, avd breadth of their Quarters, with the diſtances of the Alarm place berween 
the head of the Quarter, and the Trench, and the true diſtance of the Streets betwixt the 
in-getting of cach Captains perticuler Company. | 

When an Army or Regiment ſhall fit down before a Towy, or forraging place, to beſiege 
it, they are imployed ſomrimesto be Forregers to fetch in proviſion tor the Army, or perti- 
culer Regiments. Which when they ſhall be required, they ought tro haye tuſficient Con- 
wvojs and Guards both of Infantry and Chavalry ta ſecyre them, who are to be comanded 
by able Officers, and the Froveff Mſarrall, or one of his Aſſiſtants is to go along with 
them, to puniſh ſuch as are exorbiranc, or do raggle, Ir will beexpedient to che Regimer 
that the Quartermaſter upon his Service may be imployed twice in a week, ro bring in 
a freſh viftuallto the Souldiers, but not to go twice toofneplace, lelt they be diſcovered by 
anenemy, and be way-laid by their forces, who may ſomtimesprove fironger then them- 
ſelves to prevent, or to cutthem off by way, laying of them ſecretly in ſome Ambaſhments. 
Which being truly conſidered of, care may be taken accordingly of Supplies in other re- 
mote places, free fromthe danger of the Enemy, To conclude, a Quartermaſter ought to 
carry himſelfe hoveſtly and carefully in his place, and to be well sKilld in the Art ff 
Aathematicky that he may the betcer give direRionsFor fortifying and meaſuring of greund, 
Quartering of his whole Regiment, and 1n-gettingof the perticuler Souldiers. 


The duty of 4 Serjeant. 


| E that is a Serjeant to a Company, oughe to be well skill'd in the Poſtares, and all 
Wolitary Afotions, whereby in the firlt place he may endeyour to correQ theerrours 
of tuch who handlenot the Arzs ina handſome, or a ſerviceable way. And fecondly, thar 
hemay be helpfull co his Capt, or other ſyperiour Officer, In time of his Exerciſe, his 
duty istaCraw forth the files according Dh depths as ſhall be appointed unto him by 
his Captain, or other ſuperiour Officer, and to order them in the drawinFup, and joyn- 
jng rogether the Souldiers unto ſuch places of. honour, as they ſhall dire him unto. -In 
fingle Company he leadeth often times a devifeer, but ought nat always there to marc 
in reſpeR he is concerned co ſce that the Souldiers march; eyen in their ravks at their di- 
ance of order in file, and open order ip rank, To which purpoſe, he ought.many times 
to be upon the flanks, and perceiving any Souldicr out of order, he may caſtin his Hather; 
between their ranks, to cauſe him to match evena breft with his right and lefe-hand 
men. Heis likewiſe either in Field of Garriſon to lead his Sqwadron to Their Gu ard, and 
to carry to priſon ſuch Offendours as his Capris, or other ſuperiour Officer ſhallcommic, 
tothe Proveſt Martial, He is to ſee that the Iſmukettiers in time of skirmiſhing pre- 
ſent alleyena breſt, with their marches all cocks, giving fre all together in good ordey, 
and to dire them how to fall off, and rally again in the Reey of their own diwsſions. 
dury likewiſe 1s to fetch Ammunition, Powder, March, and allother CMatrerials for the 
Companie. He is, moreover, every perticuler evening to attend at the place of Parade, 
or at the" /ajors Lodging, to fetch the word, and carty ;it to his Captain Liewtenaet; 
Emſigne, and Corporals, and likewiſe as ſoon as he is tome into his Guard , he mull 
direct the Corporals where. to ſet out the Perdues and, Sentinels, and' how to order 
his Patch. He muſt likewiſe make frequent Rewnds, apd if he finde a Sertmel! a Necp 
in the Field; he is to conumit him to the 'hand of Juſtice, and thus much concerning 
the duty of a Serjeart. | | Hhp- 
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of an Enſigne. 


A ] n/igne being a Commuſſion Officer, in the abſence of his Captogy and Liextenarc, 
is Coaumander in Chiefe of the Company, and ought to march upon the head of the 
ſame, leading them with a half-pike. His Capt-im and Lrew:cwave being preſent, and 
upon a Stand, his Coloxrs ought torefi upon his fide, being held by his right or lefe-hand, 
and unfuried ; upon the A/arch his colours ought robe ſhouldered, taking up the corner 
end of them in his right hand, and coletthem be halte flying, the Pikes and Amekers all 
conforming unto the ſame Poſture. Matching through a City for che more grace, his 
coleurs may be wholly flying, being advanced and held up by his right hand, ox retiing up« 
on his right ſide. He ought cobe a proper' man, grave, valiant, and diſcreet, and to be 
well skill'd in the Poſtyres of the Feke ;.in reſpeR he leads them, and they expeR from 
him to beraught the Poſturerthereot.: He ought tobe well skill'd in all the lofry figures 
of the diſplaying of the co/ours above. the head, and to wake uſe of them according to 
diſcretion, and command, which-is not. only a healthful exerciſe co his body, but alſo 
.moſt becoming to him,or any other Gentleman, or Commander whatſoever, that ſhall 
fomrticmes make uſe of che ſame, although: condemned through ſloth and 1gnorance, by 
others, who willnot takeche-paiovs to-learnit, An Zafigve upon 8 Troop, locgirg the co= 
towrs, or intone of skirmiſhing may fold-chem up, and. rarear into the-ſecond\rowk for 
the ſecuring of his celowrs which he ought co tick by, and not 'to tir from them at ſuch 
atime, although be hazardeth his.Jaſt drop-of bloud, or makes: them. his wwwding»ſheers 
Whencthe. Gezerall ſhall paſſe by, or anyſuch man of worrb, he ought a little co vaile 
his coloxrs, inclining the head, or narrow end thereof, a-berle cown-ward; but not to bow 
his knee, ot, uncover his head, He may ſomtimes for his eaſe of recreation-uponthe Aſo ch, 
requeſt ſomc Gentleman of knowing truſt of the Pikes to carry his colawys tor bim, untill 
ſuch time 28 heſhall come agaia for rotake them. In che abſence of his'Liewenert, when 
his Capt ain ſhall exerciſe the Company, be may ſtick his colours in the ground; or delivet 
them tofome Gentleman of the Fekes, and: fall down himfeife in the :Reer wath a balf- 
pfie or cave. there to bean; affiftant to his Captain in' ſupplying 'the:Letucenants place, 
except, his Captar ſhould command him' to the contrary. He ought ro bave'a Gaard & 
long with him as well ta the lodging of -hiscolexrs, as to any other place. He ought to 
perturme all courtcous ofhces for the Souldiers unto his Capt ajv, whictr wild gain tum bork 
tove and rcpuration amongſt them, they theteby better reſpeRting hiw, -aved more cours»

H* that is a Lientgyant to a Compavy, ought to bea good and able! Sex/dier, andwell 
[&to underftand the dwy.of a Capraint; inteſpeR thatin his abſcneehe is as Captain, 
any Commander in chiefe, over them. He. is likewiſe to receive all Orders; Charger, 
and Commiſions from his Captain, afſuming.|no authority: unto himſelfe; but in the ab< 
ſence of his Captamn, he's tg lee all ſuch Orders he hath received cCuely exccaited, for che 
beiter eaſe vnto him. He'is hkewiſe ar ſuch-times frequently to exerciſe the Compeny'in 
all their Miltary Motwns, Shorwnſhings, and Falſe-firings inthe pan. He is to hold "the 
Serieants and Corporals Rritly.to their duty, cauſing them” to provide all things neceſ- 
ſary tor,the-( ompery, and to be affiſtants unto him! where be ſhall-ſee cauſe. He is co 
teach and infiroet che Soulſdiers io che 'vſe of their Arme, and fointime for their gate; 
he may cominaud every file-leader to draw. forth his file, and to ſhew: them their.\Ps4 
ſtu es. By which means he ſhall do ſuch good ſervice to; his Captain, that when he ſhall 
exerciſe chem hiniſelte,' he may finde: them, more apter,: 8gd re:dier to fulfill bis corvs 
mands, at: which time-the Ze:mtenant:oughe-to bein» the Reer, nd to-fee:all things 
there truly, executed according to the Captains commands, He is in cime-of danger and 
great importance to adviſe ,with his Copreis abour the wel+fare of .the:Copypany, for 
knowing his Captains intentions and purpoſes before hand, he may be the' beter provided rs 
withitand the furious on4ſetot. the Enemy. He ought to have the Enſigne, and all other 


Officerrot the Company a5 ncer him as may be, chere being often times urgent buſineſs 
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co make uſe of them as occafion ſhall require. He multi neither caſhiere, nor puoiſh any 
man in the preſence of his Captain, bur ought to make him acquainted therewith, that 
he may puniſh the offendour by committing him either to priſon, or Cauſe him to vive 
recompence to che party wronped. To conclude, he ought to know how far his power 
doth exrend either inthe preſence, or abſcnce of his Captain, always demeaning himſelte 
ſo, that hemaygain the love of all the whole Company, by aRing thoſe things amongſt 
them-as may be. juſt and honeſt. |

TFT TE thatis a Captain of a Company, ought inreſpeRhe leadeth thelame, andischiefe, 
H: appointumo the Officers their ſeverall places, what 4ivifons they (hall lead, 'and 
where they ſhall march, and according to the number of ji/zs to make {his diviſions an- 
ſwerable thereto, by dividing his Mukettiers as-neer as he can, the one halfe upon the 
rightof the Pikes, and the other upon thelefr, Forthey being the Flavkers ought equal- 
ly to be ballanced, but if chere be an odd fife, it ought to be contrived, and carried to the 
right. In the Fan, Battail, or Reer, he muſt according to the vumber of his men, order 
his. Officers places, and draw them off — in as equall a way as they will afford. 
He is as well as his own, to know all the ſeverall duties of his Officers, andto bea good 
Poftnre-man himiclfe, that when he ſees any of his Souldiers handling their Arms in 
anundecent, and:floyenly manner, he may the better reprove them for the ſame. And 
alchough many :Capt«ivs regardeth them nor, but leaveth them to be inſtruted by the 
inferiour Officers 2 yer it is a great deal of honour to him, when his Souldiers ſhall be 
caughe by himſclfe; they more cheertully, and confidemly marching a long with him, when 
as they perceive:that he is throughly knowing im-all things belonging to his charge. He 
ſhall do well to: exerciſe his Corpanry ſomtimes himſelfe, teaching them how to fight up- 
on all occafions, whether it beto Front, Reer, or Flanks, or upon ſurpriſe of an Ambeſe 
£4do, or any other diſadyantage which may befall them, ' informing them how to fall 
off and rely again 'in-good order. And at ſuchtimes he myfl couragioufly and wiſely 
behaye himſelfe,\and incouragethis Souldiers of hopes of viRory, caſting off all appea< 
rinces of fear or danger wharfoeyer, cheerfully animating his Souldiers to fall on, ta- 
king care, and making much of: them, and not to'forſake them untill fuch time they may 
berebeved by others. He is£o havea fatherlycare'of his Souldiers, timely providing for 
che maimed, wounded, and ck; duch helps and: remedies as their preſent conditions re- 
quires. He muſtlikewiſe ſee that there be ho wamt of YViftuall; Arms, or Ammunition ; 
heoughtnot to be covetous, nor keep. back: his.Souldiers pay, bur ro ſee them duly paid, 
viſiting and relieving them according to their ſeyerall wants and neceſſities, His care 
muſt be to ext&cute juſtice, appeaſe quarrels, paniſh offendors ; by doing whereof, he will 
maintain the &oxoar and wigniry of his place. ' He ought to carty a very even harid over 
his Souldiers, and to be yery.courteons, and kind unto them, yet with that reſirition of 
familiarity that he come not under contempr:/And again, he muſt not be toorigid, 'and 
harſh, caning or beating thee, without juſtcavſe, left he incurre theirhatred, who ſe- 
cretly, or in timeof 6artarl, willſeek ro berevenged of him, endeyouring to kill him, be- 
foretheir enemy,! Therefore he ought to be wiſe and diſcreet, in his commands and carri- 
.age towardsthem-; his place of marching with/his Compary, is ſome (ix foot before the 
firſt diviſion of ſraketrs:rs ; but if bis Com any be drawn up, he iscither upon a'Sravd, 
or upon the Afarch, to be on the head of the Pikes, (1x foor before his Erſigne. In time 
of batteil although heleads his menup firſt againſt the Enemy, yet he is not always tied 
to be in the Front, having often'juſt occaſion to remoye down into the Reer, Midſt, or 
Flaxks, carefully caſting his eye upon all parts'of the Body thereby preventing the leaſt 
errour or negleR of: his Souldiers, direRingthem What to do, keeping them in"good or 
der as long. avoccafion (hallrequire, Moreover, he ought to be very religious, temperate, 
and diſcreet, fairhfull in his cruſt; valiant in the field againſt the face of his Enemy, aud 
b:ing beſieged ineither Town, or Fort, (forto'preferve his honour) neyer give his conſent

Being troubled with baggage, if there be 
any difhcult paſſage, he tienen ſuch diſorders as may happen, 
giving direCtions tor theirplacing, and marching as they may nor be any hinderance to the 
Regmnent, puttirig them ityorder again before the Regiment (hall enter ipto their Q, $ 
at which time' he may ive licenſe to the. Captains, and their Enfegnes,, to take cir $4} 
ings, excepting only thoſe whoare appointed for: Guardians, who. mylt_cnter the, Corps 
duc Guard, and place their Senterels, uintall ſuch cime as they ſhall. be relievedby others. 

Now if a Regiment beto be quarteredor lodged either in the: Figld, or under ſhelter ; 
if in the. Field, herruſt cauſeic robe barrcadged, or intrepched by.the waggons, or other 
defences of the Field, after which he. is, to place his Carps due; Guard round abour the 
QOrarters, and the Sentinelsat ſo neer adiſtancethat they may hear one the other ſpeek, be- 
ing about 80, or 100 paces off from the. Corps due: Guard, being placed double, a Prke, 
and 2a 1/whet; andfivepacesfromthem, other ſingle Sentinels are tobe placed which, are 

called Per=dues. Andincaſe of an A/arum the Sentmell Per-due ſhall retreat to the double. 
Sentmell, and incaſeof necellicy, alcogerher having giyen fire, are to.retrear to the Corps 
due Guard.

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If under ſhelter, then he is to view the place, borh within and without, appointirg the 
places for the Corps du Guards, and Sennels, and the way of the Kewniers, that it be ſtce. 
Ic will be expedient for him to chooſe the Alarum place, whether the Companies upon the 
Alaram given are to repair, being the Randezwous fir the whole Feriment, beg, carefull 
to;place ſufficient Gucyds both upon the walls, and abou the Gates for cheir Tore curry 
Which being ended, he may give leave to the Coprarns 10 £0 to their /edgmys. and. feverall 
Qnwters, thereto Temainuntil they ſhall be c:lled upon dvties, for the cue performance 
whereot, he is ro cauſe them to caſt Jors, whereby they may know what partof the walls 
may fall totheir turn. He is ro command the ( ow-panres toenter the Guares abcur ten, of

Aodas hedothrecerve hisdireRtions for marching, imbattelling, viewing of ground, and 
placing of Guards, from the Serjeane Major Generall, or Serjeant 11 ajor of that Brig ade: 
ſo he is to deliver chem over to the C aptams and Officers of that Regent, ard to Call 
upon them to whomit appercains, to ſee them duly executcd. In the preience of his Colto- 
nel; and Liutenant Collenel, he is to bean aſſifiantunto them, in ſeeing 3)l orders, and dit» 
re&ions duly performed, and intheir abſence, he hath the ſame authority and command 
as.rhey. He ought after he hath received the werd and- orders from the Serjeane Ad amy 

: Grmer all, or Serjeant Major of the Brig ade, be preſently delivers them to his C offoxel, and 
Lrewtenant Colonel, and afcerwards to the Serjeants of every Company, drawn in a ror, 
according tothe Seniority of their Capt aims, which areto come, and attend upon him for 
theſame. In the abſence of his ſuperiour Officers he giveth the word himſelfe, every nighr 
he 15to viſite allthe Guards of the Regiment, commanding them duly to keep the tumsof 
their Watches and Marches, ſeeing that one Captains Company pertorme not nwvre duty 
than anothcr, to the end,that both the honour, aud labour way be <qually divided among 
them. And ashe hath power to exerciſe his own Company in all the Military Motions > 
ſohemayexerciſe the whole Regen, being thereunto required, by his Colonel nor Leewe- 
ant Collonel, in all their Def ances, Facings, Donblmgs, Wheelinigs, and Falſe firings; and 
or in their abſence of himſelte ne hath full poweriorto do. Toconclude, he ought ro be well 
grounded inall /: itary Af aires, and to be both wiſe and valiant. 


of a Lieutenant Collonel. 

E that is a Liewtenant Collonel to 2 Regiment, hath a very honourable place having 

power and command overall the Regrments, in the abſence of his C ollex.el, and maya 
ſo at ſuch time exerciſe the Aegrment inallthe Military Motions, and isto lad the Reginere 
upon the head thereof ; Brit when his Collonel is preſent, be brivgeth up the Reey, if they. 
march in one divifen, bur if in two, in ſome places he leadeth the ſecond, as his Colo. 
wel doth the firſt ; orif in three, as formerly is ſhewn, he commands the Fan: guard, the 
Collonel the Battal, and the Adajor the Reer- guard. His place is notot fo great pains 
and toile as the Majors is, therefore, he oughe in the drawing up of the Zegawrerr to be 
helpfull and affifting unto him in that perticuler, and in all others where be ſhall :hinkfx, 
To conclude, the greateſt Aﬀajres of the Regiment being carried forth by the 1 ajor, 
there is the lcfſe remaining to be ſpoken concerning him, but that he ſee all things duty 
obſerved throughoutthe Regiment, according untoluch orders received from thoſe which 


are above him. | 
of a Collonel.

AY ative Enemy is always watchful, and diligent to apprehend every oppornmity 
chat may make for his advantage, and therefore it concerns every Commander by 
way of Counmter-mine, as it were, to be careful], thar he rightly and fully informe himMlfe 
of their ways and courſes, for prevention of his own danger, in caſe of ſuddain affaulcs, 
andthe better infeſting of his Enemy. And tothis end, he muſt make choiſeof ſuch as are 
approyed for their yalour and fidelity, diſcretion and yigilancy, not. probable to becor- 
rupred with gain, or daunted through fear. Theſe men, are not only to take direR, plain, 
or high ways, butalſo by, private, and unſuſpeRed paſſages, and ſcouring as they ſcout 
all places whatſoever, that ate acceſſible, and when they have made diligent obſervation 
inall places, to informe of nothing but what they can give the oc#/ar proot of, leſt by their 
errour and mjftake, the whole Army poſſibly may be led into an irreparable ruine, and 
whoſoeyer is the Condautt or Officer of theſe Scouts (for one, and an able one, they muſt 
have always with them) muſt be exceeding carcfull of his reputation, chat he informe of 
nothing more then what he can juſtifie from his own eyes,or cares,and if heinforme further, 
co informe them alſo that that information is but from report, that it may be conſidered of 
accordingly, and his Repute preſeryed intire.

O! all men, theſe are, at all times neceſſary for an Army, and in all Armiezof all men 
LF they will deſerye to be moſt certainly and liberally rewarded, to the intent, that they 
may at all rimes cheerfully and faithfully undertake any imployment of the greateſt truſt, 
hazard, or danger. And he that will make choiſe of able anderuſty men in this kind, muſt, 
after diligent obſervation, and weighing of their diſpoſitions and courage, ſele& them our 
of his own Souldiers, who under pretenceof ſome diſcontent for wancof pay, &c. may 
thereby with leſſe ſuſpition receive entertainment fromthe Enemy, and (if it be poſſible) to 
be lifted with the Horſe, whereby chey may gain the fairer Opportmiries in Fie/d, or Gar» 
riſen, to give certain intelligence of all Deſignes and Occurrences in the Enemies Ouarters, 
Before their departurefrom you,  lerthem take their ſeyerall inftruRtions (for the more 
you have the better, ſo thatthat they be defign'd for ſeverall places, and unknown unto 
each other) both for times, and places of conveyance, which places muſt be firjly obſer- 
ved, andduly ſearched for ſuch informations, as your Spies ſhall conyey thither, and thi» 
therlet your anſwers, and adviſes be re-conveyed for their further inftrution. + \ 
Somrimes there may ariſe matters of ſuch importance and conſequence, that ir wiltnor 
only be convenient to certifie by letter, but moſt neceſſary to make appearance in perſon, . 
and there to conſult and adyiſe together, if perhaps the Enemy ſhall be reſolyed to fall upon 
ſoineof the oppolite Quarters ſuddainly, &c. 
For Curſary Spies, and preſent Intelligence, the people of meaneſt rank, and quallity, 
are the fitteſt Inſtruments ; as common Peaſants, Pedlars, Sellers of Strong-waters, or 
Tobacco, and the like, who may paſſe unſuſpeed, and with more ſecurity effe&t your

The Office of every Sentinel! after he is placed upon his duty, and in his due Peſture, 
(according as is above declared) is to enquire of every paſſenger, or other that ſhall bur 
ſtir, whogoesthere ? yea, though it be the Caprain himlelfe, and howſoeyer the remoreſt 
Sentinel! from the Corps du Gnard, is to. permic him with his Rer3nze to paſſe ; yet he is 
bound to hayean eye upon them, till he approach the neereſt Sertinell ro the Corps, who up- 
on the like demand, is anſwered. The Captain of the Watch; which latter Sexrivell com- 
mands him to-ſtand, and thereupon with a loud voice calls forth his Coxperall, the Sentinel 
not Rirring from hisplace, or Poſture, untill the Corporal! with his Sword drawn ſhall ap- 
proach with a Guard of /{wkerriers, who are tobe all arm'd, and appointed as the Sex- 
tivels ready to preſent ; whereupon the Corporall with oneonly Mmkettier adyancing, 
and perceiving himtobe the Captarn of the Patch indeed,'is to give him the word in his 
eare, baving reſpeRively firſt caſt down the point of his Sword, afterw:td receiving fur. 
ther inſtruions from him, he conduRs him to his fartheſt Sextizell. But if it ſhall a ppear 
that he benotthe Captair, or the Corporall knowing him not juſtly to beſo, by a juſt ſuf. - 
pition, He may then detein him (although he ſhall give him the word) and then he ſhall 
further demand the word of ſome other attending him, from whom having received ir, he 
may more ſafely permit them co paſſe ; but of all others whatſoever ſhall atrewpr a paſ- 
ſage he is to receive the word from thery, and not to deliver it tothem. - 

The Captain himſelfe having done the duty in perſon of paſſing the firſt Rod, upon 
his return, he is to ſend forth others upon the like dury, ſuch as be ſhall out of his diſcretion 
Chooſe from his Afain-Gnard, and may moſt confide in, ro whom he is to impart the 
word at their ſerting forthupon the duty, and not before, with ſri admonitions, and full 
infirutions whatthey are todo, and what way to take. 

Now if heſhallbeſupplyed with men enough upon his own Gyard, he may at the ſame 
time command out ſeyerall Xewnders to be taken ſeyerall ways ; who are diligently toobſerve 
their dire&tions given then, and to be yery vigilant in the obſeryation of all things in theit 
paſſage, both by the eye and the eare, and to admoniſh the Sextinels (in caſe of negleR) 
that allthings be more carefully lookt unto in their duty. And of theſe Rownders likewiſe 
(a5 before) che fore-moſt Sentinel demands, Pho goes there ? When being anſwered fa. 
tisfaRorily, as by the name of the Roxnd, or Friends, he permits them paſſage tothe neer- 
eft Sertgnell, who having ſtopt them there takesa futther accompr, what, ad who they 
are. Which is done by calling forth his Corporal, who placing the point of hjs Sword ac 


one of their breſts, rakes the word privately, andſo paſſes them by condudt ro the furtheſt 


Sentinell. But if there ſhall hapnena miftake.in the word, the Corporal! is either to ſecure 
them with himſelfe, or by Gard to transferre them to the Aam-Guard. | 

Such as ſhall walk the Xowrd, are to take a ſtritaccompt of allthey meet, what, and 
who they are, and in caſcof deficiency, of anſwering juſtly on the one fide, or ſuſpition of 
the other ; they areto ſecureand guard them tothe Caprainof the Warch. 

Now ſetting a fide thoſe Queries which ſome do make between Rowunders and Commer 
Rowngers, if they meer, whoſhall give or take the word ; the beſt and ſafeſt courſe is, for 
themall that before the word be cither given or tak en, they go together to the neereſt Corps 
du Guard, and thereto give the word, after whiCh they are to paſſeupon their duty again ; 
and ſo having finiſhed the Xownd, and returning to the Captain of the Warch, he taketh 
acomprt of them of all things that they have done and obſeryed in their duty and courſe up- 
on the Round, 3nd thus the Captain Rillſuppliesthe Rounds ſucceſſively by ſuch others as 
he ſhall rake by ſeniority anddiſpoſe off for the like ſervice. | 

Furthermore, that alldiſerders, irregularities, and ſuch perſons as ſhall cauſe the fame in' 
2 Townof Garriſon, may befoundoutand reRified, and that all dangerous accidents by fire, 
or otherwiſe may be prevented; the Captain of the Warch commanderh out a Grard of Fire. 
lecks, or CMackettiers, to view the 5 treets, and all ſuſpitious and Irregular perſons as they 
rake, they arerobring to the Main-Guard of this Guard, which is always conduQted by 
a Serjtant, and is called the Patrovglle, happen to be Mmkettiers, and not Are-locks, 
thenthey are to be eyery one provided of ſuch an inftrument as may coyer the lighted 17ar- 
ches, and Keepthem from diſcovery. From theſe allo, as from the Renters, the Captarn of 
the Watch takes full accomprof allrheir paſſages and obſervations on theirduty. 

When atany time any fuddain approach ſhallbe made, or any Encwy diſcoyered , the 
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Sentizell (who is to be firm andconſtantto his Place and Poſiare, till he ſhall be relieved) 


forthwith by firing gives the Alarms, and immediately ſeconds it'by crying with: a loud 
voice, Arme, Arme. Whenthe Alarm is thus given, the other twodiv;/ons immediately 
led by their Officers, are orderly to match up to the Captain of the Xain-Guard to the 
zntent, thatall G#ards of the Garriſon may with expedition be made good, and it 29 neceſ- 
ſary that theſe inſtruRtions be giventhem indeed by the Serjeaut A ajor, when he ſhall 
oiye the wordto the IMinor Serjeants, who mult likewiſe informe their chiefe Officers of 
it, and from themthe Souldiers are to be charged and acquamted therewith, that fo upon 
all occaſions they may notbe ignorant of thispartof their duty, but ready ro perform it, 
The duty of a Sentixell, is to ſtand in his Place and Poſtare, a full houre, and no more.

that would ſhew reſpe& and honour, by marching along with his C empany ate 
tending the Corps to the place of bariall, muſt order his Souldiers atter this 
manner. 
| They being ſummon'd by beat of the Dram, to mectat their uſuall place of: Randezwous, 
they may be drawn up according to the uſuall manner, having a Yavz-guard, Batas/,and 
Reer-guard, being thus ordered, and each of the Souldjers havingeither in his hae a black. 
feather, or ribbin, the Captain may draw them off, and ordet them to their /ovg-march ; 
movitig them awayin an orderly manner unto the place of him that 1sdeceaſed, and there 
make Alt. After which he may command the zzkettiers inthe Yan to open to the 
right and left outward to ſuch convenient diſtance as the Pikes may moyeup between them, 
and take poſſeſſion of their firſt ground, and thoſe Mnchettiers may face about, and moye 
downcleer of the Pikes, and after cloſetheir files inward to order, and faceto their Leader, 
Now being intwo dzviſoxs, letthem fo continue with their Arms ordered, untill ſuch 
time as they (hall perceive the Corps to be brought forth into the Street, then the Capr ain 
may face them all about, and moye them ſome three Pzkes length before the Corps, after 
which he may command his 14wkettiers to performe their Funeral Poſture, which is to 
have their 1/#4kets under their leftarme with the But-end upward, their Reſts likewiſe on 
that fide rr ailing. After which the Pikes are to face again to their firſt Front, and tolay 
the narrow end of their Pikes down upon the ground, after facing about to the left, and 
and bringing up the Bat-end of their \Pikes on their right fide, conforming themſelyes 
with the mchettiers in their Fancrall Poſtures. In the next place, the En(igze ſtrips his 
colours off from his Staffe, and ties them about his right Waſt, putting a black R:bbon ro- 
wards the yery endoF his Staff. heafter fareth rn the Radyof Pikes, ſtanding inthe Reer 
of them, and trailing his Staffe in the ſame Poſffre, next followeth the Capt ain, having 
in his hand a ha!f=pike, or leading- faffe, conforming himlelfe likewiſeto his Funeral Po- 
fture. Thus being all ready to march, and rightly faced toward that place where the Corps 
are to be interred, are after this manner following to lead and to bring up. 

The firſt divifonof Mmnkettiers which was the Reer-guard, is Ted by the Lieutenant, 
thenext divsſron of muckettiers that was formerly the FYan-guard, i5 led by theſecond Ser- 
Jeant, the Body of Pikes is led by the eldeſt Serjeant, he trailmg a half-pike upon the head of 
them, the Erſigne bringing it up, and the Captain 12foot ſhort of him bringing up the Reer 
of the whole Company. And afterhim the Mmiſters marochmg jult before the cofſiv,and in the 
Reer ,andnextunto it the neereſt kindred,and afterthemthoſe that are inyited to the Frey al, 

Having thus ftatedthe manner and orderof the Military Part, with 211 others belong - 
Ing thereunto, for any ordinary Farerall Occ afion ; I ſhallin the next placeproceed ro ſhew 
their order upon the March, and how each Arms ought to be diſpoſed before the Corps 
enter into the Church, with the reſt of the Tram. 

All perſons being ordered as beforeexpreſſed, the Drams being covered with black: bays, 
and placed betwixt the ſecond and third ravks incach divsſion, and all being ready to moye, 
the Drams may begin to beat their Funeral March, and the Lienterant leading them a- 
way with the But-cydof his P attiſon upward and comported,thercli following, and 92arch-- 
ing ina leaſurable, and ſlow way along together, untillthey come within a bundred foot 
of the Cherch-doore, or place where the Corps areto be znterred, theremaking Alt. Afﬀer 
which let the /fubertrers in their rarks file to theright and left, not adyancing ground, 
and face in oppoſition, making a Gwarg for the relt to paſſe throvgh, and reſtrg - 
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ſelves, 'and goin ro hthrPparrof the Sermon, if there ſhould be #hy, fuch crder befote-hang 
fromfcheir Capt ai, pficing Senrinels to look totheir Arms, And- when Sermon isalnioft 
done, they ovigherd go forth of the Church, and Urawforth the Files by fome fitfe warn= 
ing of the Draws, tobe in readinefſe to-anſwer {uchiWireRions asthey ſhall reeefve/from 
their Captarm., Who way, if he have cotyeniiency of room, draw-all'his 77 kettiefs into 
a Ring, and rhe Prggs in like maimmerion the ouc=ſideof them; any asfoon avthe'Souldiers 
have notice (being all ready, andpreſented) thatthie Body is laiddownin the graye, they 
may upon wornjng of the Dram; give one vey ole alrogerher, and after make ready 
again, performing theſame twice over more. After Which, the Fe/ipve may pur his colours 
upon his ftaffe, and farſethem up, then the Piker maybe drawn nÞ #g2in into one Body, 
andthe AMushettiers into atother and fiſting inthe Reer of the Pdes, they may rr 0op away, 
And a little before the place of lodging the rolewrs, they may take Alt, and the AMmket-

. Rong, then they muſt be otherwiſe diſpoſed of byMaking them into tworarks, the one on

Soi, wt ft bein to learn 
oY YE 4/1 thenſeof his Arms, laying thatdowa in his thoughts for 
his fart foundation: But this hath beene the Neglet of 
many in our times, who haveftrived to know highthougnes 
inthe Art Mihtary, before they can well pertorme their 
Poſtares. Therefore, my adyice ſhall be unto all ſuch that 
defireto thrive in this Art,that they will not ſoar roo high; 
bur firſt learn the A, B,C, thereof, after which they may 
proceed by degrees to pronounce to the Souldjer with 
boldneffe their proficiencie therein, He thereforethat with 
ſafery, eaſe, and delight defireth to handle his Arms, muſt 
ſet times apart frequently to practiſe himſelfecherein, And here I cannot but much blame 
the Officers of our Trained Bands in London, of two great negleAz3- thefirſt, in making 
men F*le-leaders either out of reſpe&, or favour they bearunto them ; or elſe becauſe one 
man hath a better Bwf- coat than another * I ſpeake not this toencourage any man tocome 
Nlovenly habited when he ſhallmarch forth with his Captars, bur rather advile all Soul- 
diersto fic themſelves with the beſt array they can, and could wiſh all che Serjeants.in 
drawmg up their Files, topirch upon ſuch Gentlemen to be File-leaders, as may take 
charge of his File, and ſhallbe able, willing, and ready upon all convenient times, to it - 
arue andteach his File in alltheir Poſtares, andneart handling of their Arms, which if 
carefully obſerved, they would reap the benefit of much eaſe to themſelves and che private 
Souldiers : readineſſe in theperformance of the Poſtures would much redound. ro the ho- 
nour of the Captain that ſhall lead them. But for the farther ſatisfa&ion of the ingenious 
Souldier that ſhall enquire what Poſtureis, I ſhall briefly reſolve chem thus. 

Poſture, as I conceive, isa garbe or figure that aman ſtands in, in the handling of his Whar Poſture 
Arms; which he uſeth for the better grace and becomming of them. __ 

There areſeverall motions:belonging'to each Poſtwre, which ſome call Poſtures Wur 
they much deceive themſelyes, as ſhall 'appear clearly unto-them (by the ſurvey) as they 
ſhall be ſer downjn order. And firſt, we will begin to ſer down the Poſtures of _— Pike.

undauntedly toundergoe allthecruell ſharof the Cannon fromthe contrary part tor co pre= 
ſerve their Colours, whoare hkewife a place of Randezvoy: tor the Muckertiers to repair 
anto when they ſhall rerreac from fight. Farther, ir hath.been the ambition of many Gentle- 
men,both in Hellaxd, France, and intheſeour late unhappy Wars in Exglard,to trail Pikes 
with ſeverall Commanders whom they ſhall thinke fic. And laſtly, roconclude all, that the 
Pike is the more honourahle Arms, it 1s ſo inreſpedt of its antiquity , for there hath beeu 
the uſeof the Pike and Spear, many hundred years before there was aty knowledee of the 
Muket, as inmany Hiſtories you hall finde. And to for prefent, I wil conclude this diſ- 
courſe of the Pkg, defiring the Aſnchkertiers to havea favourable cenſure of me : for Iin- 
tend not by it to perſwade all Souldiers ro the handling of the Phe, and noneto be My[- 
kettiers for thatcannot be, I ſhould rather adyile all Captains that haye occaſion to raite 
their Companics to have two thirds of Aſmrkertrers, and but one of Tikes: that isrofay, 
if they ſhould have 18 Files, tocauſe rwelye of them to carty Aackets, and the other fx 
Files Prkes. And in my judgement they ſhall performe thebetter ſervice unto any Naticn 
where they ſhall be emplby'd; and I ſhall farther defire the Souldiers (eſpecially choſe thac 
be of /ow ſtature) to handle andtake delight in theuſe of the Aſwsket ; for ic isan exceed- 
ing great honour to him ſo to handle his 2ſucket, as that he doth it with eaſe and in a 
comely manner, and he that ſhall becomeexpert therein ; I have ofcen obſeryed this come 
mendation to follow him, by the report of others; Sucha one is a good Hncketrier , and an 
able Souldier; concluding thereby , he chat will cake the pains to be a good Aſuckertier 
certainly cannet be idle, but hath gained m_—_—_ moreto make him capable of ſuch 
praiſe. To conclude, I ſhall defire the Gentlemen of the Pikes, and the Gentlemen of the 
Aſuckettiers togoe hand in hand in loye like dear brothers, and nzither of them to enyie 
each other, and inſo doing, God'will give a bleſſing to alltheir undertakings.

 Alterlay thenarrow end of the Pie tothe ground , face aboutto the left toyour firſt 
Front, and moye forward with the Butt end of your Pike on your right fide in your Fx- 
ver all Poſture. Aﬀeer face aboutto the right, raiſe up your Pike, face then again toyour 
firſt Front, you may lay down the 7eto the ground and march from your Arms, having 
ended all the Poſtures and Charges intheit due courſes. And here Fellow Souldier , who- 
ever thou art, thou maiſt perceive thatthere are no more then eight Poſtures of the Pike, 
and foure Charges, that isco ſay, rothe Front, Reer, and both Flanks. There are ſome 
wouldfain have another Poſture added to theſe, which they callthe Laxe Poſture, which : 
ſo:ntimes I have perceived upon a ſtahd, that then the Pike-mas lets ſlip his Pike from the 
ſhoulder, untill the Burr end reſt upon the ground, then. laying his right arme oyer it, he 
ſands in an il-favour'd /azic way. Such Poſtures as theſe are notfit to be ranged among the 
former; but rather to becondemned, in regard che Souldier will be apt enough to finde out 
ſuch Poſturesas theſe of himſclfe, if not prevented by the diſcretion of the carefull Officers; 
for upon a ſtand the Souldiers propereft Po#ture is to Order his Pike. And thus much in 
briefe concerning che Poſtures of the Pike.

firſt Peilure. Therefore | will proceed upon them all in order as they lie, leaving our the
